rather nature-like, and It Is sot difficult to an- 
nihilate lime and space and be]le\6 oneself to 
bo there, especially wbon listening to the lec- 
ture deJUered at 4 o'clock each evening. A 
little further on we oomo to the Hotel Athene 
um a magnificent hotel, built on an elevation, 
tho rise In the ground making the front much 
larger then the rear-<iulte an. advantage to 
tho visitors who arc guests, as they desire all 
the lake view thoy can get.

oices. Back of tbe singers Is tbe great organ 
oautlfully painted In palo blue and trimmed 
n (.'lit, with tbe word "Chautauqua ' written 
n largo garnet letters across the organ above 
ho keys. Prof. I. V. Flakier presides at the 
irgan exclusively, and lovers of music expe- 
lcni-o few greater delights than when llsten- 
DK to hl6j"OrganJKoc1tals.' 
No one seems disappointed In Chautauqua, 
ut on the contrary everyone speaks loudly 
n Its praise. A lady told mo yesterday, speak- 
off of herself and buabana, that their board 
was paid for tbo summer at tbe seaside, and 
>n tholr iv ay thoro thoy thought they would 
top a lew days a' Cbautauquo. Their few 
lays had already lengthened Into three weeks, 
,nd they wore still reluctant to leave. This Is 
n eminently social place One cannot help 
noticing how respectful everyone la.

OUR AGRICULTURAL 


Clucayo Horseman 


We are on the eve of tbe great fall 


seasoo, and in another month the 
township, connty and state fairs will 
be in full swing throughout the 
country. 
Properly conducted the 


fall fair is a most excellent educa- 
tor, it is the only agricultural col- 
lege which the vast majority of the 
population have the opportunity or 
the desire to attend, and the young 
farmer desirous of obtaining infor- 
mation, in addition to a day's reore 
ation can usually learn something 
that he can turn to valuable account 
on a future occasion. 


The most important lessons which 


he has learned in the past, have been 
in the breeding of cattle, sheep and 
hogs, he has learned at these exhi 
bitions, the breeds of cattle which 
give the most beef with the least 
feed, the best muk producers, the 
cattle best suited to certain climates 
He has become wise on sheep mat 
tere, and knows the breeds he must 
raise if he wants wool or mutton. 
Under the tuition of the fairs the 
original porker whose centre of grav- 
ity was supposed to be his ears, has 
ceased to exist, and the transfor- 
mation of corn into pork, with the 
least possible waste in the quickest 
possible time is no longer a prob 
lem. 
Even the old dunghill poultry 


are disappearing, for he has learned 
that whether you want eggs or 
chickens specific breeds are more 
profitable than tbe mongrel 
The 


great lesson which he has yet fully 
to learn is the vast value of the 
horse, and the sure and certain profit 
to be luade by breeding right. 


In this respect he is not so much 


to blame, the fairs have given undue 
prominence to the cattle, have often 
offered such poor premiums that rep- 
resentative stallions would not com- 
pete, so that the premiums have 
gone to animals with no pedigree, 
and nothing to recommend them but 
a good mane and tail. 
Decked with 


a blue ribbon these impostors have 
received a large local patronage, 
and as their produce have been 
worthless scrubs which commanded 
no price, the verdict has been that 
it did not pay to raise colts. 


The most obvious remedies for 


this erroneous opinion is the speed 
ring, and colt stakes. 
With ade 


quate prizes, good horses will com 
pete, the winners will bo closely 
scanned, their breeding studied, the 
colts from well known standard sires 
will so conclnsn ely demonstrate their 
superiority and their market value, 
that the young farmer will see the 
fallacy of breeding to the unknown 
It ousts just as much to raise a poor 
colt as u good one, the only differ 
ence is in the cost of service, and 
the rmnd that can recognize the law 
of breeding in cattle 
can surely 


recognize its importance in the no 
blest of the animal creation—the 
horse. 


We are glar1 to see that associa 


tions which a few years ago had no 
speed rings, make the racing an im 
portant part of their programme, 
and that the wealthier associations 
have enlarged 
both 
their 
pro 


grammes and purses. 
We believe 


the large number of colt stakes 
which will be trotted this fall will do 
incalculable good, when our farm 
ing friends see two, three and four 
year old colts winning large prizes, 
and even the non winners command 
ing big prices, they will learn that 
it pajs to raise good colts 
There 


is no money in poor stock and there 
never \ull be 
The home market 


for the genuine roadster is always a 
good one, and the vast foreign mar 
ket which is yet in its infancy, will 
m the near future be a formidable 
factor 
Already Australia, England 


and the Continent have small con 
tmgents of the 
American trotter.

For fine carriage 


horses the demand already exceeds 
the supply. 
Let the 
agucultural 


fairs teach the same lessons in the 
breeding of horses which they have 
already done in the other depart 
ments, and they will have added 
another to the many claims which 
they already ha^e upon the grati 
tude of tbo community.
